the sacred cause of downtrodden womanhood,” 

founding with her the once powerful Women’s 
Social and Political Union, and rising to be the “most 
conspicuous leader of the woman suffragists in Eng- 
land,” Miss Christabel Pankhurst came, in 1918, to 
the turning point of her life. She had just witnessed 
two apparently glorious victories: that of her long bat- 
tle for women’s suffrage in England, and the Great 
War; and yet, a deep sense of dissatisfaction weighed 
heavily upon her. “Dark; dark was the future,” she 
herself wrote, “as I looked into a vista of new war- 
fare, with intervals of strain, of stress, of international 
intrigue, of horrible preparations and inventions for 
slaughter —times of. so-called peace, that would be 
hardly less terrible, and no less demoralizing than 
actual war.” And just then, the one moment of all 
her life when such a discovery could in any possible 
way have an immediate and profound effect, Miss 
Pankhurst by “chance” discovered some volumes on 
prophecy in a bookshop, whose truths came like a flash 
of the light of Heaven into a darkness ever growing 
“more: unbearable. What a program she here saw, for 
this world, far more glorious than any of which she 
‘had ever dreamed! “My heart stirred to it. My 
practical political eye saw that this divine program is 
absolutely the only one that can solve the interna- 
tional, social, political, and moral problems of the 
world.

After five years of “steady and prolonged consid- ° 


eration,” Miss Pankhurst published her first religious 
volume (from which the last two quotations are 


taken), “The Lord Cometh! The World Crisis Ex- 
plained” (Chicago Book Center, 800 N. Clark Street, 
Chicago, cloth $1, paper 50 cents), a very simple little 
book which, however, because of the’ previously bril- 
liant political career of its author, caused no little 
discussion. The following year, in 1924, Miss Pank- 
hurst gave us the further results of her continued 
studies in a larger ‘book, “Some Modern Problems in 
the Light of Bible Prophecy” (Fleming H. Revell 
Co., 158 Fifth Avenue, New York, $1.50), wherein 
began to appear indications of that vast acquaintance 
with world movements and their literatures that was 
so emphatically to mark her later writings. In 10926 
The Sunday School Times Company brought out her 
third volume, “The World’s Unrest: Visions of the 
Dawn” (of which a number of chapters had appeared 
the preceding two years in The Sunday School Times; 
now obtainable from Harper and Brothers, New York. 
$2.50), a book marked by a remarkable assembling 
of evidence in proof of the thesis that contemporary 
movements in civilization were but fulfilling the pre- 
dictions of those particular Scriptures which defined 
the latter days of this age. The author, among other 
things, gave in this volume the finest treatment of 
the question of the revival of the Roman Empire then 
to be’ found in recent books of prophetic study. 
Miss Pankhurst’s fourth book,! now just published, 
is her greatest one, the fruit of ten years of hard and 
deep study, the conclusiotis of a brilliant mind, a de- 
vout Christian, a famous authority on social and

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political problems, and of one who writes under the 
mastery of a great conviction. “Seeing the Future” 
exactly describes the ever-present argument of this 
scholarly, yet thrilling study. “Things distant we see 
through a telescope, things minute through a micro- 
scope, and future things we see through prophecy, 
which is a proscope, a prognostoscope, a futuroscope, 
if one might coin such a word.” Miss Pankhurst 
brought her previous book to a close with this startling 
assertion, “This is a dispensation of faith, but the new 
dispensation of sight is about to_ begin. We have 
already reached the stage when faith is merging into 
sight. Since the Lord’s ascension it has been a matter 
of walking by faith, but now we begin to walk by 
sight. We are near the meeting point of night and 
day.” The present volume takes up this previously 
formed conviction and carries it out with massive, 
irresistible proofs, with indisputable evidence that be- 
comes more and more amazing-as one begins to feel 
its tremendous significance.

Civilization’s chronic disease of sin has 
become acute. The world cannot wait for evolution! 
Sin is’ stronger and swifter-footed than evolution, and 
sin is winning the race. The illusion of the inevi- 
table progress that drugged the preceding generation 
into contented opiimism has departed, and we see 
humanity powerless before evils that only a divine 
champion, the divine Redeemer and King, can destroy 
‘with the brightness of his coming.’”

The upheavals of nature — espe- 
cially evident in the increasing frequency and severity 
of earthquakes; degenerating moral conditions, clearly 
evident in art, music, drama, and fiction; the revival 
of the Roman Empire; the strange revival of dicta- 
torship; the return of the Jews to Palestine; and the 
devastating wars and rumors of wars in our genera- 
tion, are dealt with so convincingly and with such 
a mass of material, and are so clearly seen to relate 
to the prophecies of the Scriptures, that, as our author 
rightly insists, the most scientific minds, if they give 
the attention to these facts that the facts ceriainly 
deserve, must be~convinced that “the facts are inex- 
plicable upon any other hypothesis and can only mean 
as he who predicted them declared they would mean, 
that his coming is nigh at hand.”

gram for our earth. But God himself is certainly 
using this brilliant student and servant of his, in these 
last days, to reveal anew to those who look to him for 
salvation that the coming of the Lord draweth nigh. 





When Should We Criticize Others ? 


Your Notes on Open Letters are always illuminat- 
ing. I have been a reader of the Times for years, 
but have never written to you concerning perplexities 
that have arisen. : There is the matter of speaking of 
the faults of others about which I would like an 
opinion from you, based on the Scriptures. 

In Titus 3:2 the injunction is given, “to speak 
evil of no man.” Ephesians 4: 15 tells of full grown 
Christians “speaking the truth in love,” which would 
indicate that we may not speak all we know to be 
true, if such speaking does not serve a loving purpose. 
Proverbs 10:12 tells us “love covereth all sins.” 
Also, “love covereth all things with silence’ is given 
as the Greek rendering of 1 Corinthians 13:7 (‘‘bear- 
eth all things’). 

On the other hand, we have the record that the 
same Paul who, inspired of the Spirit, wrote, “to 
speak evil of no man,” writes to Timothy: “Alex- 
ander the coppersmith did me much evil: the Lord 
reward him according to his works: of whom be 
thou ware also; for he hath greatly withstood our 
words” (2 Tim. 4:14, 15). Again, “Demas hath 
forsaken me, having loved this present world’ (2 
Tim. 4: 10). Here we have Paul bringing to light the 
evil in two men whom he had met. Probably he 
felt led to warn Timothy and could not do so without 
speaking as he did. 

Personally, I feel that it is my privilege in Christ 
to “speak evil of no man” more than I do. In other 
words, I find myself reporting some misconduct of 
another to my wife, or. to some Christian friend, 
when I might better have kept still about it. And 
I have joy in the sense that there are some things 
which I have been able to keep to myself which with- 
out the Spirit’s teaching I might have published. 

Recently I visited a church without a pastor. “They 
were considering extending a call to-a man whom I 
knew. One of the leading members wished to gather 
what information he could about the man, and asked 
me to his home, that I might confer with him. The 
man is a gifted preacher, a contender for the faith 
once delivered, a student of prophetic truth, a man 
used in soul-winning. Yet he has been divorced and 
re-married, and this fact barred him from ordination 
in one Baptist association, but now he has been 
ordained. I told this brother these facts. The first 
wife,. by whom the: pastor had a son,—and I think 
at that time neither of them were Christians, — is 
not, now and never was a Christian. The present 
wife, by whom also there is a child, is an earnest 
young Christian. 

Should one speak of the past and its mistakes in 
such a case? Would it have been better if nothing 
had been Free about the pastor having two wives 
living? If not, then what is a test by which one may 
know when and when not to uncover .the sins of 
another?—A Michigan reader. 


The Scriptures show that it is a Christian duty to 
criticize others under. certain circumstances. One 
simple test in the matter is the question, Has the 
person to whoin I am speaking a right to know the 
unfavorable facts that I know about some one else? 
There are times when others have no right to. know, 
—then our lips must be sealed. But when others 
ought to know facts to the discredit of some one, it 
may be our Christian obligation to tell such facts. 
This can be and should always be done in love. 

Let us look at the Scripture passages mentioned. 

“Hatred stirreth up strifes: but love covereth all 
sins” (Prov. 10:12). In other words, the lack of 


love, or hatred, increases strife and controversy, or 
But love covers all 
“Cover” does 


“litigations,” as this may mean. 
sins —by forgiveness and forbearance. 





not necessarily mean conceal. Love spreads the 
mantle of forgiveness, and understanding, and patience, 
and longsuffering gver sins; but even while doing 
this love may have to tell the sinner just what his sin 
is, and may have to tell others about the sin when 
they have a right to know. : 
Love “beareth all things’ (1 Cor. 13:7). The 


rendering quoted, “Love covereth all things with 
silence,” like the passage in Proverbs, does not mean 
“conceal.” What is meant. is that love bears all 
things without talking about what it has to bear. Love 
is always humble, self-forgetful. But in perfect love, 
in entire humility and forgetfulness of self, it may be 
one’s duty to tell others, under certain circumstances, 
what they ought to know of sins or failures even in 
the lives of persons from whom we may have had to 
“bear all things.” 

As already noted, “speaking the truth in love” (Eph. 
4:15) is always the Christian’s duty. It may be 
equally a duty. to speak all that we know, but it must 
always be done in love, never in a spirit of idle gossip, 
or of retaliation, or-in lack of love. 

Indeed this passage, from. the context, does not 
refer at all to speaking about sins or failures in o.hers, 
but rather to sound doctrine. The body of Christ is 
to be built up, and we are-not to be “children, tossed 
to and fro, and carried about with every wind of doc- 


‘trine,” deceived by false religious teachers, but, “speak- 


ing the truth in love,” or (as this means) “holding the 
truth in love,” we are to grow up into Christ in all 
things. It is possible to hold and-teach sound doctrine 
in a hammer-and-tongs fashion, offensively and pug- 
naciously, which is-anything but “speaking the truth 
in love.” 

The injunction to “speak evil of no man” (Tit. 3: 2) 
evidently means that we are not to say sinful things 
about others. This specially refers: to our: attitude 
toward magistrates and rulers, who: have been- men- 
tioned in the preceding verse, where we are told to 
be subject unto them. The’ passage evidently has .no 
reference to the question of telling, under proper cir- 
cumstances, what: we may know of ‘sin in other men’s 
lives. Instead, it forbids sin in our own lives toward 
others. 

Paul knew that it was important for young Timothy 
to. be informed as to the evil character of Alexander 
the :‘coppersmith, and by inspiration the apostle told 
Timothy what he had a right to know in the Lord’s 
work and in his relationships with men. There \pas 
danger that Timothy-might be deceived by Alexander, 
therefore. came the warning to beware ef him as'‘a 
man who had sinfully set himself against God’s truth. 
Similarly as to the information Paul gave concerning 
Demas. ‘ 

In such a case as the Michigan reader describes, 
when he was consulted by a church considering a call 
to a pastor, it is often a plain and Scriptural duty 
to lay the facts before the proper persons in the 
church, rather than conceal. the facts and let the 
church perhaps: miss God’s will and guidance and call 
the wrong man. This is to be done prayerfully and 
in love, but as a daty when God so directs. 

On the other hand, most of us, like the Miohigan 
reader, have sinned in telling things to the discredit 
of others far more than we should. We need to take 
his humble and loving attitude in the whole matter, 
and seek to be kept from the common and devastating 
sin of gossip and slander, which often injures three 
persons: the one speaking, the one spoken to, and the 
one spoken of.

of Infidelity”_I went to the president of the the- 

ological seminary connected with my college 
and asked for books on the “Evidences.” With 
joy he got me out of his library “Paley’s Evidences,” 
“Paley’s Natural Theology,” and : Paley’s “Hore 
Paulinz.” 

This last.is a book that no infidel has ever even 
tried to answer. It especially appeals to a law-trained 
man, for it is a keen cross-examination of the Epistles 
of Paul and the Acts of the Apostles for those subtle, 
undesigned, impossible-to-manufacture correspondences 
and agreements in minute details which only truth 
running through diverse testimony or writings can 
produce. Every one who has listened to lawyers cross- 
examining witnesses in court has-doubtless wondered 
why they took the time and trouble to ask such unim- 
portant, trifling questions. There is a reason, - False 
witnesses can agree in advance on many things about 
their story—the main things about which they can 
anticipate being questioned; but they cannot anticipate 
the trifling, unimportant details. The possibilities are 
too innumerable, and harmony in these small and un- 
expected matters is more significant than agreement in 
salient, pertinent things. The first can be artificially 
produced; the second cannot. If the testimony o' 
several witnesses agrees on a large number of such 
matters, they are infallibly telling the truth. Paul in his 
letters and Luke in his history agree, and are found on 
study to be in harmony in regard to almost numberless 
humanly “undesigned, incidental. things, and, as no 
one on earth can dispute, this fact alone proves beyond 
a doubt that both writings are true and grew aut of 
real happenings. If you love careful reasoning, read 
the “Horz Paulinz.” %+ is not thrilling to your heart, 
but it is to your head.\See also Dr. R. A. Torrey’s 
fine work on “The Bible and Its Christ” for his con- 
sideration of this line of thought with reference to 
the resurrection. :

book of: Dr. Torrey’s dealing with this matter, “Diffi- 
culties and Alleged Errors and Contradictions in the 
Bible,” know how convincingly -specific allegations 
of this kind have been cleared up on investigation. A 
characteristically profound observation of Paley, on 
page 135 of his Hore Paulinz, is well worth remem- 
bering in this connection: 


Ae finishing “Nelson on the Cause and Cure 


Now, in historical researches, a reconciled incon- 
sistency becomes a positive argument. First, be- 
cause an imposter gefferally guards against the ap- 
pearance of inconsistency; and secondly, because 
when apparent inconsistencies are found, it is sel- 
dom that anything but truth renders them capable 
of reconciliation. The’ existence of the difficulty 
proves ‘the want or absence of that caution which 
usually accompanies the consciousnéss of fraud; and 
the solution proves that it is not the collusion ‘of 
fortuitous propositions which we have to deal with, 

- but that a thread of truth winds through the whole, 
which preserves every circumstance in its. place. 


The frank and artless narratives of thé Bible are 
so obviotiSly indifferent to the appearance of consis- 
tency, and show so clearly that irregularity which is 
the sure mark of honest handiwork in the Oriental 
rug, and of spontaneity, in human testimony, that they 
have often lured opponents into attempts at destruc- 
tive cross-examination which have only brought the 
Bible’s truth and consistency into clearer light. And 
think of a proposition (the inerrancy of the Bible) so 
fortified that not only do all assaults on its walls re- 
bound with deadly momentum upon the heads of its 
enemies, but that even the things hurled against it 
have but added to the substance a the bulwarks which 
protect the faith of its friends! 

_ Later I absorbed Alexander’s “Evidences,” Butler’s 
“Analogy,” Chalmers’ “Astronomical Discourses,” 
Hopkins’ “Evidences,” Flint’s “Theism,” Lord Ers- 
kine’s “Internal Evidences,” Lyttelton’s “Conversion 
of St. Paul,” Faber’s “Difficulties of Infidelity,” be- 
sides _Voltaire’s works and those of Paine, Spencer, 
and Huxley, and Hume’s “Essay on Miracles” and 
other infidel books, just to see if any of them, or any 
of the countless writers of this kind and those advocat- 
ing evolution, really had-anything to offset the proofs 
the Bible offered. With me, as with Dr. Nelson, the 
study of these books and others holding to a. partial view

of inspiration merely made me the better satisfied-with 
the conclusion I had come to that the Bible was indeed 
God’s inspired and infallible Word. Another result 
is a realization of how far from original are the ideas 
now being announced as new and profounder and more 
scientific views about Christ and the Bible by “men of 
modern mind,” every one of which is to be found more 
clearly, forcefully, and honestly set forth in the writings 
of frank infidels of centuries past. { 

One phase of my experience and mental travail 
at this time is probably worth mentioning, as I have 
since found so many young people reassured by hav- 
ing it faced boldly and in detail. 

Acceptance of the Bible as not only inspired (as 
were Shakespeare and Homer, the Modernist hastens 
to explain, in a possibly lesser degree), but inerrant, 
exposes such a wide flank for attack that before one 
has’ serene confidence in his position he must neces- 
sarily experience some of the trepidation which that 
great scholar Robert Dick Wilson, of Princeton, con- 
fesses used to seize him when he undertook to inves- 
tigate (as only he does investigate, having deciphered 
literally thousands of clay tablets once to settle one 
small point jauntily assumed by a fanious destructive 
critic to be just the opposite of what Dr. Wilson 
found the fact to be) some question involving the 
Bible’s inerrancy, until one experience after another 
showed him that the Bible had nothing to fear —-ex- 
cept heglect. While I knew it’ was true that, if a 
matter is affirmatively proved, it makes no difference 
how many apparent difficulties remain’ unsolved, and 
that this truth is acted on in chemistry, physics, and 
every secular science, nevertheless an unsolved diffi-

culty or apparent contradiction seemed to fester in my 
mind like a splinter until I cleared it up.

My faith almost foundered at one 4ime over the

out, I suggest that my young readers look this up 
for themselves and get the habit.

Such rudimentary matters as those which still seem 
to have remained unsolved in the mind of the well 
known criminal lawyer who sought to reduce Mr.

I. do 
not remember Mr. Bryan’s reply, but if he didn’t he 
could have countered with the question whether his 
examiner did not yet know that the earth and not the 
sun moved, and if so why he doubtless spoke that 
morning of the sun rising, as even scientific publica- 
tions do to this day; and as to the earth and its im- 
pedimenta parting company if the sun’s stay above the 
horizon was prolonged, if Mr. Darrow did not know 
that, just as people in an automobile would leave it sud- 
denly if the speeding car were instantly arrested, they 
would not even leave their seats if it were slowed down 
from sixty to ten miles an hour and then speeded up 
again — a method of accomplishing the result doubtless 
too abstruse to have occurred to Mr. Darrow, but which 
it was possible might have occurred to the Almighty, 
who may have as good control over the earth he 
made asa man has over the automobile he has bought. 
Mr. Bryan was asked if. he believed God made a 
woman out of mud or. dust, which might have been 
answered by the question whether cremation and ulti- 
mate dissolution did not prove that this is exactly what 
she is made. out of. 

In case any of my young readers feel that they 
know, have read, or have heard of objections to faith 
which. make it rationally impossible as an “outworn 
superstition,” I make- this general suggestion: Is it 
likely that such obvious things as may occur to you 
have been entirely overlooked and left unanswered in 
the minds of such men as James Orr, and Gresham 
Machen, and Robert Dick Wilson, and Sir William 
Ramsay —to mention only a few of the hundreds of 
scholars who have devoted a life-time to a study of 
these matters? 2 

Even while I was studying law I always had some 
book on the evidences partly read, and a short while 
after I was admitted to the bar I had my first joyous 
experience in helping a brother lawyer to get, first 
an intellectual conviction, and then a spiritual experi- 
ence of the truth and reality of Christ’s religion. 

This young lawyer remarked one morning. that he 
had been glancing through a Bible the night before 
and wondered what to think about it. This gave me 
my opening, and from that day on for weeks we were 
both deep in the strongest works we could get for 
and against Christianity. ~ 

I gave him as the first book to read, “Nelson on. 
the Cause and Cure of Infidelity,” and I remember 
how often it appeared on his desk when he should 
have been working on a brief. He was thoroughly 
convinced, I think, before he had finished the book; 
but following the suggestion of Nelson himself. and 
my own example, he decided to make it impossible 
for the Devil, “any unbeliever, or his own naturally

The Spiritual Message of Great Art. By Frederick 
Doyle Kershner, M.A., LL.D; (Meigs Publishing Co., 
Indianapolis, Ind., $2, postpaid.) Both to the sophis- 
ticated student of art and to the uninitiated these com- 
parative studies of the six greatest Italian artists must 
prove delightful. Scholarly in its treatment, the book 
is still charmingly literary rather than technical. It 
conveys a spiritual message richly suggestive and 
inspirational as it portrays the intimate relation be- 
tween the temperament, environment, and history of 
each artist and his work. One finds an adequate an- 
swer to*the question why Titian, with his mastery 
of color, appeals only to the senses; whence Michael 
Angelo derives that sublimity which is austere, almost 
cruel in its might; why the Sistine Madonna inspires 
deep reverence, while that of Andrea del Sarto seems 
as coldly beautiful and soulless as an Undine. The 
book contains twenty-six full-page illustrations made 
from photogfaphs of the originals. 


In Days of Old. By Katharine L. MacPherson. 
(Dorrance and Co., Philadelphia, $2.) It is easy to 
allow imagination to run riot when contemplating the 
wealth of fascinating detail lying hidden from view 
under the simple dignity of the Bible stories. But 
Miss MacPherson has not done this. With pains- 
taking care she has studied the customs of the land 
and of the time, the geography of the country, and 
above all every available light from the record in the 
Book itself. Then with skill and charm she has cov- 
ered in story form an important period of the Old 
Testament, from the call of Abraham to the death of 
Moses. Vivid word pictures make familiar scenes 
real, and many features unthought of seem to appear 

‘for the first time. Take for example the state of 
‘ Egypt immediately after the departure of the children 
ot Israel: “On every hand daily work has ceased, 
‘and over the vast, uncompleted buildings hung pitiless 
desolation. In the brickyards the contents of the vats 
hardened in the sultry air, and in the quarries mattock 
‘and drill lay where they had fallen beside the huge. 
half-detached blocks of granite. From the cluster 
settlements of the workers came no cheerful low of 
cattle or bleat of sheep, while every lintel and door- 
post bore its own mysterious splash of blood already 
blackened in the sun.” It.is a Bible story book to be 
enjoyed by the most mature Christian, and of special 
‘interest and value to young people. 


The Bible Readers’ Life of Christ. By Byron Hoover 
-De Ment, Th.D., D.D., LL.D., Professor of New 
Testament Exposition and Bible Doctrime, Baptist 
Bible Institute, New Orleans. ¢€Fleming H. Revell 
Co., New York, $2.50.) It is amazing what wonder- 
ful and new things a Christian scholar can still bring 
forth out of the Gospel narratives by his own investi- 
gations (there is not a single quotation or reference to 
other works in the entire body of the book). Long 
years of meditation, the devotion of a finely trained, 
analytical mind, a deep love for the Lord Jesus, and 
a refreshing loyalty to the Holy Scriptures are the 
elements out of which this fine work has grown. 
There is not a superfluous sentence anywhere: he has 
packed his pages with rich and suggestive materials, 
presented in a style of transparent clearness. Carefully 
prepared outlines of the different periods of the life 
of our Lord, worked out in great detail, will prove 
especially helpful. Indeed, there is hardly a page in 
the entire volume but will flash forth some new idea, 
or reveal a lesson that had previously escaped most of 
us. What a fine point he makes out of the word “ad- 
vanced,” in Luke 2: 52, informing his readers that “it 
is a pioneer term which signifies to cut one’s way for- 
ward continuously, as through an opposing forest 
crowded with undergrowth.” Only with a very few 
«and comparatively minor matters would one disagree; 
-@. g., the interpretation of the Parables of the Mus- 
tard: Seed and the Leaven, and the idea that the phrase 
“my brethren,” in Matthew 25: 40, refers to “the chil- 
dren cf God.” It would have been more accurate to 
say that the last four words of our Lord from the 
cross were spoken, not during, but after the three 
hours of darkness. It is certainly true that Matthew 
22: 30 is meant to teach us that “the nuptial relation 
is net perpetuated beyond the grave”; but it is an 
-altogether different thing to draw from the same 
words that “sex distinctions are buried with the body,” 
which is not necessarily true. The book is to be 
heartily commended. Ministers and Bible class teachers 
will find it exceedingly helpful; young people’s groups 
could use it with the greatest profit. 

The Life and Mind of Paul. By Bishop Alpheus W. 
Wilson, D.D. (Publishing House M. E. Church, 
South, Smith and Lamar, Agents, Nashville, Tenn., 75 
cents.) The late Senior Bishop of the M..E. Church, 


South, Dr. Alpheus W. Wilson, delivered a series of 
eight lectures to the students of Vanderbilt University 
on the Cole Foundation in 1910, here preserved to the 
Christian public. One cannot but wish that lectures of 
this character might be kept constantly before the 
student body of our country, not only because they are 
thought provoking, or because they evidence thorough 
study, but also because they bring refreshing breezes 
of a vigorous, unshakable, pure, and intelligent faith. 
Bishop Wilson knew the sciences of today, but he also 
knew their shortcomings. The lecture on Paul’s ¢on- 
ception of God is of first rank as an apologetic and 
exposition, The lectures are saturated with texts from 
the Epistles because the lecturer himself was saturated 
with them. They are not given in strict homiletical 
form, but there are apparently extemporaneous out- 
bursts as one might expect from one whose heart was 
greatly enriched by fifty years of thorough and well- 
rounded study of this unique Christian, Paul. Students 
and pastors will find practical and expository help of 
rich value in each lecture. 

A Handbook of Christian Psychology. By Leander 
S. Keyser, D.D. (The Lutheran Literary Board, Bur- 
lington, Ia., $1.50.) This book is an enlargement and 
elaboration of a brochure in outline form by the same 
author, and its publication was induced by the hearty 
recéption accorded the brochure. The book is de- 
veloped in four parts: Part I, Introductory Data; 
Part II, Biblical Psychology; Part III, Correlation 
of Biblical and Scientific Psychology; Part IV, Ap- 
plied Psychology. The book is a real mudtum in 
parvo. It contains an illuminating though necessarily 
brief description of Biblical Psychology, and a dis- 
criminating correlation of this with Scientific Psy- 
chology. The treatment of such phases of recent psy- 
chology as Behaviorism, Freudianism, and the Gestalt 
Theory is such as to make them intelligible to the 
ordinary reader, as well as to show their deficiencies 
from the viewpoint of a sound psychology. The ter- 
minology resembles in a measure the old faculty psy- 
chology, but the author shows his entire. familiarity 
with the most recent discussions. He succeeds rather 
well in showing the inadequacy of a psychology that 
divorces itself entirely from philosophic foundations, 
and in leaving the impression that there is no neces- 
sary conflict between the psychology of the Bible 








A Scholar Defends the Pentateuch 


The Pentateuch: A Historical Record. By Wil- 

liam Turnbull Pilter, M.R.A.S. (W. P. Blessing 

Co., Chicago, and Marshall Bros., Ltd., London, 
31 shillings sixpence.) 


CCASIONALLY, but all too seldom, conserva- 

tive Bible study is illuminated by a critical de- 
fense of truth whose scholarliness is not second to 
the very best that destructive criticism can produce. 
Such is the volume under review. 

Dr. Pilter chooses seven pentateuchal citadels of 
modern criticism,—three from Genesis, four from 
Exodus and Numbers,—and proceeds to their over- 
throw by the use of the critics’ own weapons. No 
critic will successfully challenge the method employed: 
it is the critic’s own. He can dény its effectiveness 
only as he disregards it—as is his wont. 

For example, twenty-nine chapters comprising 360 
pages are given to the discussion of Genesis... The 
findings of outstanding critics like Dower, Skinner, 
Gurkle, Nolldeke, and others are shown to ‘be scho- 
lastically untenable. The author is never a “carping 
critic,’ for from beginning to end he is a scholar 
among scholars. 

He is at home in the literature of pentateuchal 
criticism, whether it be Latin, French, German, or 
English under discussion. He is equally at home in 
comparative Semitic languages, intelligently handling 
Hebrew, Aramaic, Arabic, Ethiopic, Egyptian, Assyrian, 
and Sumerian records, and giving evidence of first-hand 
knowledge of comparative values common to these 
scripts. He is equally at home in Greek. In bringing 
this general and specific learning to bear upon a given 
philological or archeological problem of Scripture, Dr. 
Pilter produces a work that ranks with Orr’s in 
apologetics, Ramsay’s in history, Kyle’s in arche- 
ology, Robert Dick Wilson’s in philology. In fact, it 
collaborates with all these and, in a single volume, 
brings them to the effective defense of the integrity of 
the. Pentateuch. 

While learned throughout, the volume is simple in 
its thought processes, always gathering the ends of the 
argument into a concise résumé. The student of 
Genesis, Exodus, and Numbers cannot. do finished 
work without consulting this volume.

Appleton’s Modern Atlas. Edited by George Philip, 
F.R.G.S., and. W. R. McConnell, Ph.D. (D. Appleton 
and Co., New York, $4.) The earth grows smaller 
every year, not- because there is any shrinkage in its 
surface but because of some new device for annihilat- 
ing distance, More than ever a high grade atlas is 
needed in every home and office if one would keep pace 
with the times in which we live. In “Appleton’s 
Modern Atlas,” the publishers have created a volume 
that is complete and compact. Those to whom the 
word “atlas” means a huge and unwieldly volume will 
be pleasantly surprised to find that this measures only 
nine by eleven inches and is only three-quarters of an 
inch thick. Clearness and detail have not been sac- 
rificed to the convenience of size.. By dividing’ the 
principal continents and. countries into sections, large 
and full maps have been made possible. Those that 
show the political divisions are colored in shades of 
buff and green to indicate the physical contour of the 
land. Many smaller maps. show such interesting in- 
formation as the average climate, the vegetation, and 
the distribution of population in many countries. Not 
least in importance is a series of world maps that 
show the distribution of food products, textiles, animal 
products, and minerals. The map section is followed 
by. a very complete index from which one can locate 
on the maps any town, city, or place of average im- 
portance and determine its latitude and longitude. In 
all, its ninety-six maps and store of invaluable in- 
formation make this atlas a handy volume that one 
cannot well do without, 


My Shepherd Life in Galilee. By Stephen A. Ha- 
boush. (Harper and Bros, New York, $1.) If you 
are looking for something out of the ordinary to read, 
which will quicken your spiritual life and flash new 
light on portions of the Word, this -is the book. A 
native of the hills of Galilee gives to the followers of 
our Lord as delicate; realistic, illuminating an inter- 
pretation of shepherd life as -is to -be found in our 
language. One is amazed to discover so many new 
things to be said about a theme so familiar. Mr. Ha- 
boush approaches: his: subject with deep affection, with 
a becoming. reverence for the Scriptures, and with a 
surprising acquaintance with the literature that has 
gathered about the matters of which he treats. The 
very suggestion that, in the Twenty-third Psalm, “the 
sheep is speaking throughout every verse,” will open up 
many rich veins of thought. Who ever heard before 
that a crook at the end of the shepherd’s staff is never 
to be seen in Palestine? His remarkable exposition 
of the phrase, “for His name’s sake,” will’ live in the 
hearts of his readers-long after the book u.as been 
put aside. A work of beauty — in style, in content, in 
its illustrations, — one. can hardly imagine a volume of 
sixty pages bringing more warmth and light than 
this. It will make a perfect gift, at any season of 
the year, even to those who rarely read a book. 


Royton Manor. By Caroline Atwater Mason, 
(Fleming H. Revell Co, New York, $2.) The chance 
hearing of a true message on “That I may know Him” 
challenged the imagination and stirred the spiritual 
longing of a young girl brought up in the best fam- 
ily life of today. Could one really know Christ? 
She came, finally, to know her Lord and _ the 
power of. his resurrection. Meantime she had 
married an attractive, forceful, yet selfish man of the 
world. ‘Husband and wife are both vividly portrayed 
as strong’ and consistent according to their widely 
differing vision and training, and the story. shows a 
Christian wife’s testing. In days like these, when 
principle and honor are held all too lightly and when 
“incompatibility” is made the excuse for all manner 
of selfishness and weakness, it is refreshing to find 
a writer who can create a character of such caliber 
and fineness, willing to endure and sacrifice. The plot 
is strong and the setting beautiful, whether in the 
manor in America or under sunny Italian skies.. But 
essentially it is as a strong character-study that the 
book excels, and it. is. satisfying to find faith trium- 
phant in the end.

“The First Crossing 
of the Atlantic by Air,” “To New York and Back by 
Airship,” “From London to Australia by Air,” “From 
Cairo to Cape by Air,” “The First Non-Stop Flight 
Across America,” “Aircraft in Polar Regions,” and 
other trips are vividly portrayed, all being filled with 
adventure and throbbing with interest. The author 
discusses parachutes, airways, uses for aircraft, and 
the “Future of Flying,” and closes with “America’s 
Ambassador of Good Will.” More entertaining read- 
ing would be difficult to find. Commander Richard 
E. Byrd says, “I especially appreciate this book as it 
contains much information I was anxious to have.” 


Girls’ Problems of Today. Discussed by Mother 
Ruth. (Bible Institute Colportage Association, Chicago, 
$1.50, postage 10 cents extra.) “You have helped so 
many other girls, I feel sure you can help me with 
my problem also,” is the opening sentence in hun- 
dreds of letters that come to a very busy, but patient 
and loving Christian woman, who has come to be 
known only as “Mother Ruth” by young men and 
women, as well as older, all over the world. And 
such problems as they present, from every angle of 
life in the home, the school, the church, and business ! 
For more than six years these letters have been pour- 
ing into the office of The Sunday School Times, and 
while only a small proportion have appeared in its 
columns, these published letters, more than one hun- 
dred of which have been ,brought together in this 
book, represent a cross section in the thinking and life 
of girls everywhere, and sometimes of the problems 
the girls themselves present to their parents, teachers, 
and friends. Always the letters are answered sym- 
pathetically, and with keen spiritual insight into the 
needs expressed.

. . + One needs but to dip into the questions and an- 
swers published in this volume to see how varied and 
revealing and searching are the questions, and how 
truly Scriptural and evangelical are Mother Ruth’s 
answers, combining not only knowledge of the Word 
but also a deep, intimate knowledge of human nature 
and of the life and problems of girls of today.” 
' There is an excellent subject index, facilitating the 
quick finding of the discussion on any particular theme. 
The book will prove of value to workers with girls, 
but is pre-eminently suited to be in the hands of the 
girl herself. . 


:. The Book in the Light of Its Books. By William 
Ray. Dobyns, D.D. (Fleming H. Revell Co., New 
York, $1.75.) To journey through the Book of books 
from cover to cover is an experience of rich profit 
to any- normal Christian, but to make the trip under 
the leadership of this beloved teacher of the Bible is 
a privilege indeed. A brief introductory chapter on 
the “Study of the Bible” is followed by another analyz- 
ing the Book as a whole, giving facts about its claims, 
contents, writers, composition, and literary form. Then 
following in course the reader is conducted through 
the department of “The Law” (foundation); “His- 
tory” (location) ; “Poetry” (expression) ; “Prophecy” 
(anticipation); “Gospel” (manifestation); “Testi- 
mony” (demonstration), and “The Revelation” (con- 
summation). The grouping is suggestive, though each 
book is handled separately in the group. Dr. Dobyns 
gives clear and concise exposition in attractive form, 


‘and with a definitely spiritual touch of unusual rich- 


ness and appeal. 


_ Quaker Adventures. By Edward Thomas. (Flem- 
ing H. Revell Co., New York, $2.) Many are aware 
of the fact that the Quakers played an important part 
in relief work during the World War, but few realize 
the extent of this peaceful war-time ministry. Mr. 
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Thomas has brought together in one book the experi- 
ences of some twenty-three representatives of the 
movement, whom he calls “Adventurers in Interna- 
tional Understanding.” They tell of the work done by 
their organization in war-torn Europe, in relieving 
suffering in China and Japan and in other coun- 
tries, as well as the work among the Indians in 
our own land. Some of the chapter titles suggest the 
variety and high endeavor of the service performed by 
this remarkable sect,—‘“With Little Children in 
Silesia,” “Quaker Relief in Wartime France,” 
“Among Refugees in the War Zone,” “In France for 
Children’s Sake,” “Across the Steppes of Russia,” 
“White Bandits in Red Russia,” “Japanese Banzais 
for Americans,” “In the Pennsylvania Coal Fields,” 
“Among American Indians.” The book is a record of 
unparalleled social service and relief work. 


The Ethics of Gambling. By W. Douglas. Mac- 
kenzie, D.D., LL.D. (Doubleday, Doran and Co., Inc., 
New York, $1 net.) In America, gambling has long 
been recognized as a curse, and stringent laws have 
been made to, control it. This is not true in many 
European countries and in Asia, where gambling is 
not only permitted but ‘sometimes promoted by the 
government. In recent years, however, careful ob- 
servers have noticed that gambling is on the increase 
in America, and many, although convinced that it is 
wrong, yet have been at loss to show just wherein 
the harm lies, especially as to some of the so-called 
“innocent” forms. Dr. Mackenzie goes to the root of 
the matter and shows clearly the moral qualities of 
gambling, the difference between the element of chance 
in recreation and commerce, and chance in gambling, 
why gambling lowers character, and why losses at 








Life on the Highest Plane 


By Ruth Paxson. (Fleming H. Revell Co., New 
York, 3 volumes, $2.50 each.) 


T IS seldom that a book or set of books is antici- 

pated with such eagerness and received with so 
much appreciation as this present work of Miss Ruth 
Paxson, who for more than seventeen years has been 
a missionary in China, and a welcome Bible teacher 
at the American Keswick Conferences. The late Dr. 
R. A. Torrey’s commendation is not only in accord 
with what others are saying, but is an appraisal of 
the work placing it in the very first rank. He says, 
“A remarkable book—one of the most satisfying I 
have ever- read.” He then explains why, citing its 
wide range of important doctrinal subjects, its pro- 
foundness on one hand and its clarity on the other, 
its self-appeal to be studied, its thorough Scriptural- 
ness, its.telling illustrations and suggestions. In con- 
clusion Dr. Torrey says: “While doctrinal and scho- 
larly it is intensely practical. ... It will make a very 
valuable compendium for class work in schools, col- 
leges, and churches.” 

There are three volumes, but each is complete in 
itself, so that those who cannot afford the entire set 
may purchase one and not be handicapped without the 
others. The first volume is subtitled, “Christ Jesus.” 
The second, ‘The Believer in Christ and Christ in 
the Believer.” The third, “The Holy Spirit.’ The 
author recognizes that God is building a spiritual 
house, and thus these studies have to do with (1) the 
foundation, (2) the superstructure, (3) the furnish- 
ings. 

Volume One lays the ground work of doctrinal 
truth upon which one must build. This necessarily 
centers chiefly around the Lord Jesus Christ — Christ 
the eternal, incarnate, crucified, risen, ascended, and 
exalted. Chapter One of this volume, “Human Life 
on Three Planes,’—the natural, the spiritual, and 
the carnal —appeared in The Sunday School Times 
of September 15, 1928, and is a most enlightening and 
satisfying study. 

The foundation having been laid, one comes next in 
Volume Two to the superstructure, Here the author 
seeks to establish the believer by unfolding the great 
dual truth that the believer is in Christ and Christ 
is in the believer. This book carries one from the 
triumph of grace over sin to life on the highest plane. 

But a house is not complete without furnishings. 
Hence Volume Three is a study of the Holy Spirit. 
The spiritually thirsty soul wants to know the pre- 
requisite of a Spirit-filled life, also what his part is 
in both becoming and remaining Spirit-filled. He will 
not be disappointed, for Miss Paxson understands 
intimately this quest of the soul, and with remarkable 
clearness gives the answer of Scripture, unfolding the 
work of the Holy Spirit as indwelling, infilling, cleans- 
ing, controlling, guiding, and anointing the believer. 
Thus it will at once become apparent that while each 
book is a complete unit, the three are a finished whole. 

One feature of this work deserving special mention 
is that in each book there are a number of diagrams 
printed in various colors, which visualize the truth 
taught. A bibliography appears at the end of each 
book. For pastors, teachers, and community Bible 
classes here is a text that will stand unsurpassed in 
achieving results of spiritual quickening and fruitful- 
ness. 
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the gambling table lead to. suicide more than do losses 
in any other field. The Christian position with regard 
to gambling is recognized and acknowledged, although 
Dr. Mackenzie confines his argument largely to the 
moral side of the question. ‘The book will be wel- 
comed by parents and Sunday-school teachers, and 
every Christian young man and woman will do well 
to read it. 


In His Likeness: An Essay in Discipleship. By 
D. M. M’Intyre, D.D. (Morgan and Scott, Ltd. 12 
Paternoster Buildings, London, C. 4, 3 shillings 
net.) The earthly life of the Lord Jesus Christ 
furnishes the background for sixteen devotional studies. 
Dr. M’Intyre points out in his first chapter that Paul 
teaches that we are to live by the Spirit of God and 
also that we are to imitate Christ. One study deals 
with “The Lowliness: of Christ,” which showed itself 
through his humanness, his courtesy, and his sympathy. 
Another, bearing the title, “Do, As I Hawe Done,” 
begins with the arresting words, “‘As,’ not ‘what.’ 
What is proposed to us for imitation is not the act 
itself, but the spirit in which it is performed.” Then 
many rich lessons are drawn from the foot-washing 
and other acts performed by the Lord Jesus. Other 
chapter titles are “The Light of Life,” “As He is, 
Even so are We in this World,” “I, Yet Not I,” 
“Follow Thou Me,” “The Faith of Christ,” and “The 
Glory of Christ.’ The depth and richness of the 
author’s thoughts are made plain through clear sen- 
tences that are not too long, and through illustrations 
and frequent allusions to Scripture. Those who know 
the writing of Dr. M’Intyre, who is Principal of the 
Bible Training Institute of Glasgow, will find in this 
volume the same warmth of feeling and the same con- 
stant application of Bible truths to everyday life that 
mark his other books. He is a valued contributor to 
The Sunday School Times, and some of these chap- 
ters appeared as editorials in this paper. 


The First Epistle of Paul to the Corinthians. By 
Charles R. Erdman, D.D. (Westminster Press, Phila- 
delphia, $1.) The “advanced” woman of our day 
whose dress and deportment are intended, by defiance 
of custom, to proclaim her equality with and inde- 
pendence of man is a counterpart of the women of 
Corinth in Paul’s day who were scandalizing the 
community by disregarding the convention of veiling 
the face in order thereby to assert their “liberty.” 
Behind their action there lay then, and there lies now, 
a misinterpretation of the principle of equality. Dr. 
Erdman brings this out in discussing 1 Corinthians 
11: 2-16, and then sets forth the principles on which 
Paul grounds his correction of the error. It is in 
similar fashion that the author considers the whole 
Epistle, explaining what is local and temporary, eluci- 


dating the abiding principles governing the problems | 


involved, and suggestively applying these principles 
to problems that face us now. It is a plain, concise, 
straightforward, and non-technical exposition of much 
practical helpfulness to the ordinary Christian reader. 


New Frontiers in the Central Sudan. By G. Gor- 
don Beacham. (Evangelical Publishers, Toronto, Can., 
$1.50.) A small corner in Central West Africa where, 
among less than a million natives, one hundred and 
ten languages are found, each one “as different from 
each other as English is from Russian,” where white 
ants build mounds eighteen inches high in a single 
night to reach some choice piece of furniture, and 
where spiritism, witchcraft, and cannibalism hold men 
under a spell of iniquity, is the area into which Mr. 
Beacham went, some ten years ago, for the Sudan In- 
terior Mission, and about which he tells us in his 
fascinating book. Facts, facts, and more facts cover 
his carefully written pages. In the first part of his 
volume he makes the picture so realistically dark and 
apparently hopeless that the reader begins to wonder 
if the Gospel can ever touch people like these. Then 
he gives us in the latter pages such vivid, remarkable 
illustrations of the power of Christ over the hearts of 
these natives of the Bauchi Province that one feels 
personally guilty that they had never heard of the 
Saviour of men until scores of generations had lived 
and died in a barbarism terrible to behold. 


The Making of a Great Race. By Edward A. 
Steiner. (Fleming H. Revell Co., New York, $1.75.) 
Says Dr. Steiner; “The French are not a race... . 
The Germans are not a race.... The English are not 
a race. ... Blood is thicker than water, but culture is 
thicker than blood. The modern nation’s strength and 
assurance of survival lie in the culture it produces. 
. .. The modern nation is not a biological but a cul- 
tural, let us say, a spiritual unit.: Such a unit is being 
created in the United States.” With that quickened 
insight which is the gift of the American-by-adoption 
he reveals -what are the forces that tend to pro- 
duce such a national unit and what the difficulties and 
dangers in the way of amalgamation. He is always 
readable, his sentences delightfully suggestive and full 
of quick turns and surprises. “Yes, America is young, 
young wine in new wine skins; younger than Mus- 
solini’s Italy, which is an old body with high blood 
pressure.” Dr. Steiner’s religious bias is of course so 
liberal that the conservative reader must encounter as-

doubting heart ever to say his faith existed only be- 
cause he knew only one side, so he studied carefully 
the arguments for unbelief as presented by able in- 
fidels. 

We got Ingersoll’s Lectures from the public library, 
several works of Voltaire, Paine, and others. We had 
some difficulty in getting works on the “Evidences,” 
but no trouble whatever in securing at the library 
luxurious editions of these infidel works. Ingersoll’s 
Lectures now lay open on my friend’s desk for many 
days at a time, and many times a day we would go 
into some matter that Ingersoll brought forth with 
all his wonderful skill as a writer, and we-never left it 
until my friend expressed himself as satisfied that 
his argument had been completely answered or re- 
moved. Se®me of these infidel arguments were dis- 
cussed with our great associate in the law office, and 
it is a joy now to remember with what lawyer-like 
thoroughness they were answered or- turned back 
against the enemy. 

In the next article in this series the Christian Lawyer will 
tell how he and his young lawyer friend studied through 
such difficulties in the Bible as the death sentence in 
Leviticus pronounced upon any Israelite who profaned 
the holy oil used in anointing the high priest ; the com- 
mand to a father to put his own son to death if the latter 
should suggest their worshiping other gods; the differing 
genealogies of Jesus Christ; the alleged cruel, vindictive, 
and unreasonable aspect of the blood atonement.

Girls’ Problems of Today 
Discussed by Mother Ruth

Dear Mother Ruth: I have a problem with a Sunday- 
echool class of young girls about which I am seeking ad- 
vice. I pray about it, but can get no definite help and 
wish you would advise me. 

This class I have taught for about seven years and the 
girls have now reached the age of nineteen and twenty, 
some of them are married and now go away with their 
husbands on Sundays; some go automobiling, others seem 
to want nothing but the boys, and the boys and girls will 
mot come to church and Sunday-school (in fact, there is no 
use urging church attendance, they have been fighting so 
long that even the pastor has now resigned). The whole 
Sunday-school is now falling away, lots of the teachers 
have given up and left. My own class has held out longer 
than some others, but is now going down fast; I have 
prayed, I have visited them, I have had socials, I have 


offered prizes for. attendance, and have done everything. 


that I could think of, and now all I hear is, “Oh, I don’t like 
to come any more, the school is not what it used to be” 
(on account of the superintendent resigning and because 
there is no pep in the program), and from others I hear, 
“Oh, I like to go away on Sundays, that is the only day 
we have.” There are now just one or two out of a class 
of fifteen or twenty who are faithful, and I am sick of it all. 

I am just a young woman, not much older than those 
I teach, and I know a lovely teacher in another school 
whom I would love to have as.a teacher for myself. After 
seven years of faithful attendance, don’t you think I deserve 
to stop and go where I love it and have a teacher to love 
me? De you not think it wise to leave that class? My 
natural abilities for teaching seem to be toward younger 
girls than I now have anyhow, but the girls say if I leave 
them they will not come to Sunday-school at all, even once 
in a while, so I do not know which way I should be guided. 
What would you do under these circumstances?—A PER- 
PLEXED TEACHER. 


Y DEAR GIRL: One of the most blessed forms 

of service is teaching the Word of God to girls 
and boys. To give up your present opportunity, un- 
less you are guided to do so by the Holy Spirit, 
would be a serious blunder. If God wants you to teach 
that class and it dwindles to but one, teach her, until 
directed to give her up. To leave because you want 
more ease and for your own gratification is of self 
and not of God. What you want to do should not 
enter into your decision. The number of years you 
have served should be a joy to you, and not a reason 
for giving up the work, especially at your age. I 
should think it was a matter easily adjusted, if you 
should take another class. Stick to your work, unless 
the Captain orders you to leave your post, and do it 
only after much prayer and after receiving wisdom 
from on high. It is so lovely to work under orders 
from God, for then you know the results are in his 
hands, and if you faithfully follow his leading you 
will accomplish something for him. 

The Word tells us not to be weary in well doing, 
“for in’ due season we shall reap, if we faint not” 
(Gal. 6:9). You know it is very easy to follow the 
crowd and to go where all seems to be ming, but 


it is another th.ng to stuy “where He wants me to 
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stay,” as the hymn goes, and it is a finer thing to help 
those who need you the most and place self so far 
in the background’ that it is forgotten and the will of 
your dear Master is the first consideration. -Then you 
may expect to grow and to be of use to your Lord, 
Always you may expect opposition from the enemy, 
who will attempt to discourage you when you try to 
do the right. But be persistent to do the thing that 
the Master selects for you and be found faithful, even 
though obstacles are presented and some prefer to go 
after pleasures, 2nd all sorts of excuses are given 
for lack of attendance by those you had hoped to help. 
Yet as far as you are concerned, be steadfast and 
“unmoveable, always abounding in the work of the 
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Lord, forasmuch as ye know that your labour is not 
in vain in the Lord” (1 Cor. 15:58). I am wonder- 
ing in closing, if you are a good Bible student. Have 
you much time to yourself? Could you take a course 
in Bible study? Do you know, it is a marvelous thing 
how you can attract girls to the Word of God, if you 
know it well yourself. If you have the time and 
opportunity, spend it m the study of his Word, and you 
will find that God can use you so much better when 
you understand him from his own Word. May God 
help you to see the great field of usefulness in the 
world, when you_know him, through .his Word, and 
trons the fellowship that comes from communion 
with him.

Systematic study without handicraft during 
the children’s vacation weeks 
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Bible School 
By Graham Gilmer 














School Work was held in the Third Presbyterian 

Church of Chester, Pa., on January 31 and Feb- 
ruary I. Fifteen ,different denominations from thir- 
teen States, the District of Columbia, and Canada 
were represented in the conference. Enthusiasm ran 
high and the delegates returned to their homes with 
the determination to do all in their power to teach 
God’s Word. Those of us who have come in touch 
with this work do not believe that there is a movement 
anywhere in the world that is more effective in giving 
to children “the sincere milk of the Word.” It is our 
desire that more Christians know of this plan and take 
advantage of it in carrying out the last command of 
our Saviour. 

I. What is the plan of the Summer Bible School 
Association? This plan of teaching the Bible was 
started seventeen years ago in the Third Presbyterian 
Church of Chester, Pa., by the pastor, A. L, Lathem, 
D.D. It has been adopted by many churches in sev- 
eral denominations and is spreading so rapidly that 
it is now fostered by a board of twenty-seven directors. 

The Summer Bible School is a school for the defi- 
nite, purposeful, practical study of the Bible, and is 
planned so as to focus the Scriptures systematically 
upon the Lord Jesus, whom they are intended to re- 
veal. It takes for granted that the most necessary 
and at the same time the most interesting book in the 
world is the Bible. For teaching this Book the Sum- 
mer Bible School has a definite program with-a care- 
fully graded and thoroughly worked out curriculum, 
running through fifteen years, including a kindergarten 
year and two post-graduate years; The course each 
year occupies three hours a day during five days a 
week for five weeks. It is an all Bible school, using 
no handicraft, the entire course pointing to the Lord 
Jesus Christ. 

One of the speakers told how for several years he 
used the Daily Vacation type of school with handi- 
craft in his church. His enrollment gradually went 
down. Then he began to try this type of school, teach- 
ing the Bible only, and his enrollment has gone in 
five years from 135 to 363. His school cost ‘only 
about one-third the amount that the court trial of ‘one 
boy criminal cost their county in three days. 

II. Why is there such enthusiasm in carrying out 
the work? Those who attended this convention were 
amazed at the enthusiasm. This is desirable in doing 
the great work that God has entrusted to us, and we 
should like to give some of the facts that account for 
it. 

There is enthusiasm, first of all, because those who 
are ‘engaged in the Summer Bible School work are 
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beginning to see the wonder of the Book ‘that God has. 


given us, and we hdve a great longing to pass on this 
truth to others. Floyd W. Tomkins, D.D., of Phila- 
delphia brought the closing message of the Conference 
as he spoke on “The Miracle of the Centuries.” ‘Here 
are some things that he said to show s1s the wonder of 
the Book: “If anyone. asks you what a miracle is, 
take your Bible and hold it.up.” “The message of 
the Bible can be summed up with two P’s and four 
D’s: Persons and Places, Dates, Doings of God’s 
children, Doctrines, and Duties.” “The verses I learned 
when a child have been more valuable to me than all 
the theology I have learned or could learn.” . 

Another reason. for this enthusiasm is because this 
movement is a determined effort to carry out that 
which our Lord put first in his commission to his 
Church. He said first, “Feed my lambs.” The Rev. 
George _W.. Cook of. Wilmington, Del., spoke on 
“Reaching the Children for Christ.” Among other 
things he said, “I am through trying to lead young 
people to Christ by any other means than the Bible.” 
“Jesus has given us very plainly his method of evan- 
gelism. We do not need a new message, nor a new 
method, nor a new motive.” 

There was also enthusiasm because of that from 
which this movement is saving our young people. It 





was brought out that never beforé have our boys 
and girls faced such temptations as those of today. 
The Rev. Wilbur M. Smith of Covington, Va., brought 
out the fact that we must hide God’s Word in the 
citadel of the heart that they may not sin against him. 
’ A fourth reason for enthusiasm was the wonder- 
ful way in which this type of school is spreading over 
the world. - It is now found in all except two States 
of the Union, in several of the Provinces of Canada, 
in Mexico, Chili; and even among the islands of the 
Indian Ocean. In these countries the schools that 
have reported to the Association have an enrollment 
of 56,368. Besides this there are 35,600 children in 
Korea studying the literature of the Association. 


III. Some of the plans growing out of encourage- 
ment from God’s leading and blessing. upon the work. 
Plans are being laid for the raising of a foundation 
for the perpetuation of the work of the Association. 
The schools are also asked to send in contributions 
from the children to aid in this method of teaching 
the Bible in Korea. Plans are being made for the 
holding of several regional conferences in other parts 
of this country and Canada. Fey 

A resolution of thanks adopted at the closing ses- 
sion of the Conference reads in part as follows: 

“Recognizing the untiring labors of the Rev. A. L. 
Lathem, D.D., in a work so close to his heart, and 
realizing the great sacrifices he has made in the past 
years in- a cause which has had such remarkable 
growth so that the influences of the Summer Bible 
Schools are recognized as a potent agency for- the in- 
culcation of Bible truth, therefore be it resolved: 
That we go on record as a body of earnest, eager folk, 
searching for a better understanding of the Word, 
that we will do all within our power for the foster- 
ing of these interests and that we will return to our 
schools and various districts endeavoring to organize 
such schools, and endeavor to interest others. in this 
work.” 

One: of the speakers told how when he was eighteen 
years old he attempted to teach the Bible to some 
boys almost as old as he. One of the boys was hard 
to control. He ran away from the school and the 
inexperienced teacher ran after him for about a quar- 


ter of a mile. He. never caught him, This speaker. 


is now getting the boys and girls through the plan of 


the Summer Bible School and teaching them. They. : 


are running together for God, now. 


One of our schools in Grand Rapids, Mich., repeats. 


the following in their sessions: 


“We pledge allegiance to the Bible, 

And to the Gospel for which it stands, 

One Saviour, crucified, risen, and coming again: 
With life and liberty to all who believe.”

The Lesson as a Whole 


By J. Russell Howden 


Foreword 
UR Lord Jesus did not draw up anything like a 
QO constitution -or form for his Church. . In this 
respect his arrangements were quite unlike the 
way in which men proceed. His Church was plainly 
intended to be not so much a cast iron mold into which 
men’s souls were to be poured as an environment in 
which they were to grow. Yet he did leave two simple 
rites which his disciples were to observe. These were 
Baptism and the Lord’s Supper. The first is the sacra- 
ment connected with the beginning of the Christian 
life. The second is connected with its continuance. 
It is one of the masterpieces of Satan that. these two 
sacraments, which ought to express the unity of all 


God’s children, by reason of their common relation- 


ship to him, should have become the chief occasions of 
divisions. In such matters there is supreme need for 
each of us to endeavor to speak the truth in love. | 

_Controversy in these matters may be divided into 
two main sections: (1) between evangelical Christians 
and sacerdotal; (2) between evangelical Christians 
among themselves. ‘ 

As to (1) the readers of The Sunday School Times 


‘will probably be of one mind. As to (2), there will 


necessarily be differences of opinion. In regard to (1), 
I shall probably express what is more or less the 
thought of us all. In regard to (2), while some of 
the great: Times family will be in accord, others may 
not be. Of the latter I can only ask that they will 
believe that what may be set down is not done without 
regard for and knowledge of their position. And natu- 
rally the teacher, in introducing the subject to his 
class, will speak according tq his own apprehension of 
the truth and with due regard to the common loyalties 
between himself and those to whom he is associated 
in God’s work. 
Verse by Verse . 
' Matthew 28: 19.—Make disciples. Note the strange 
connection. “All authority hath been given” (v. 18). 
We might expect this to have been followed by some 
such word as’ “subdue.” But the authority given to 
our Lord is, during this dispensation at any rate, to 
be used, not for physical conquest but for spiritual, by 
the power of the truth. All the nations. This, of 
course, includes the Jews. For the disciples were to 
begin at Jerusalem. It is noteworthy that Matthew, 
the Hebrew .Gospel, emphasizes the commission as to 
all the nations, whereas Luke and Acts, the Gentile 
books, ize the command to begin at Jerusalem. 
Baptizing them. _The command to make disciples was 
obeyed in two ways, by baptizing and by teaching. 


‘Note “the following mportant points with. regard to 


controversies on baptism. * 

'. a. Sacerdotal controversies. It is urged that baptism 
in itself is-the effective cause of regeneration. In 
extreme forms of Sacerdotalism, ‘such as is represented 
by Roman Catholicism, it is ¢ven preferred to sacri- 
fice the life of a mother in order that it may*be possible 
to baptize a child as yet unborn. Such an attitude de- 
pends ‘upon what is called the doctrine of Baptismal 
‘Regeneration. -Texts-commonly quoted as supporting 
that are*Titus 3:5 and 1 Peter 3:21. As to the for- 
mer, note that it is the washing that consists in regen- 
eration, and not: the regeneration that consists in 
washing. As to the latter, note*carefully the context. 
That baptism does not in itself save is clear from 
Acts 8:21 spoken’ to a. man who had been baptized 
(8:13). That baptism is not even necessary to sal- 
vation appears from Luke 23:43. Thus we may sum 
up this part of our discussion as follows: You may 
be saved without being baptized; you may be baptized 
without being saved; if you are saved -you will want 
to be baptized, for it is the Lord’s command. 


- @. Controversies between evangelical Christians. as 
to the mode of baptism. These have-to do .with the 
question of immersion’ or affusion (pouring or sprin- 
kling), and whether the rite of baptism may. include 
infants or only believers of responsible age. Earnest, 
sincere, devoted, and scholarly Christians take differ- 
ing views of the teaching of Scripture on these points. 

Into the name. Contrast with “in the nan.>” (Acts 
2:38). The latter expression. probably implies the fact 
that the person baptized had expressed his belief in 
Christ, and that the name of Christ was uttered over 
him symbolizing the fact that as a result of the cere- 
mony he had become an-avowed disciple: The phrase 
thus. describes a part of the procedure of the baptismal 
ceremony. Into the name, on the other hand, lays 


more stress on the result and less on the procedure. 
Note carefully the very important fact that the name, 
singular, is used in referencé to all three persons of

deeper gratitude.. Here again there is a line of de- 
marcation between those who thus hold the evangelical 
view of the Lord’s Supper and others who believe 
that in some mysterious and not understood way the 
Lord Jesus imparts himself to the communicant in 
the mere act of eating and drinking. The one looks 
upon the sacrament in a kind of quasi-magical way as 
though the mere participation in the elements effected 
something in the soul; the other believes that indeed 
the Lord does help us through the service but that the 
help is given in a rational way. This is my body. 
Note that the word is is not becomes. The verb to 
become implies change of nature. The verb to be in 
this figurative sense signifies represents. Compare 
Galatians 4:25 for a striking illustration of this. 

Verse 26.—Till he come. Note that the thought of 
the Seéond Advent is never to be absent from any cele- 
bration of the Supper. 


Verse 290.—Judgment. The translation “damnation” 
(A. V.). is quite wrong, only because the English word 
has changed its meaning since 1604. It now refers 
only to the eternal state of the wicked. And such are 
not in view here.

Golden Topics 


1. Baptism.—This sacrament speaks to us of death 
and burial, the old life gone forever; of resurrection 
to a new life in Christ; of separation from all that is 
evil. and defiling, and of consequent cleansing and 
purity. 

2. The Lord’s Supper.—Several names are used for 
this service. (1) The Lord’s Supper. This is Scrip- 
tural and clear in its meaning. (2) The Holy Com- 
munion. This title is based upon 1 Corinthians 10: 16. 
It signifies a sharing in the meal of which Christ him- 
self is the Giver and the Host, and fellowship with 
his people. (3) The Eucharist. This noun is not 
found in Scripture as a name for the Supper. It comes 
from a common Greek verb meaning to give thanks, 
or to say grace before meals. It is so used:in Matthew 
15:36 and Matthew 26: a7. 

The object of the service is to help us remember 
Christ. Therefore let our conduct at the service be 
directed to this end. The Lord’s Supper is not specially 
a time for prayer, but for thought. So if there is 
any waiting time in the service, as there mostly is, 
let us occupy that time by reading afresh the record 
of his. passion and death. Such Scriptures as Psalm 
22, Isaiah 53, the Gospel narratives of ‘the passion, 
Romans 8, and the like, may well afford us topics for 
meditation, ~ It is very important that our older pupils 
should begin to acquire helpful: habits with regard to 
this service. Otherwise, what the Lord meant’ to be a 
practical help to them may easily degenerate into at- 
tendance at a ceremony that becomes mere magic. 

With older pupils it may be useful to note the evi- 
dential. value of the Supper. It. bears witness to the 
fact of Christ’s resurrection. The Supper is a re- 
minder of his death. And as such it could have ap- 
pealed only to those who had known and loved the 
Lord during his lifetime. In England for many years 
the survivors of the battle of Balaclava used to meet 
once a year for dinner. Each year the number of 
guests grew less and less. - Now also the World War 
has intervened, and the Balaclava dinner is no more. 
Something of the same sort would have happened in 
the case of the Lord’s Supper if it merely commem- 
orated his death. That it is continued is a silent tes- 
timony to the fact that the death was not the end, but 
was followed by resurrection. 

Final ‘Word . 

“And here we offer and present unto thee, O Lord, 
ourselves, our souls and- bodies, to be a reasonable, 
holy, and lively sacrifice unto thee; humbly beseeching 
thee that all we who are partakers of this Holy Com- 
munion may be filled with thy grace and heavenly 
benediction.”

The Busy Men’s Corner

The “Loneliness”? Cure.—Go ye . . . make disciples 
of all the nations, baptising them: ... and lo, I am 
with you (Matt. 28:19, 20). The great message of 
this lesson text is: “Lo, I am with you always.” It 
is promised to them who are out “discipling.” Every 
now and then we find “lone women” and “lonely old 
men.” The other day a widow I know, who had a 
grown-up child and a nice home, married a man who 
turned out to be a “lemon,” to put it in the mildest 
term. “Why did Mrs. Black take a notion to marry 
again?” I asked a lady who was very close to Mrs. 
Black. “Oh, Mr. Ridgway, she got so lo-o-o-o-nely !” 
replied Mrs. Black’s friend. Now listen to your Uncle 
Billy, my dear Mr. or Mrs. Lonely. You just get into 
some active Christian work to absorb your interest. 
Lots of it all around you. The hospiial wards, the 
jail cells, the shut-ins. Ask the minister and Sunday- 
school superintendent; if they are on their job they 
will have a job for you. If you do this you will find 


‘the loneliness all gone. Christ will be with you 


always —and you can take it for both time and. dis- 
tance. No such delightful company as our Lord Jesus. 
Try him! 


The Year’s Greatest Sunday.—TJhis is my body, 
which is for you: this do in remembrance of me (1 
Cor. 11:24). If there is one Sunday in the whole 
year’s parade of Sundays when every Christian should 
be in his place in his church that Sunday is the one 
on which the Lord’s people sit together with him at 
his table. It is the time for every minister to send 
out his pastoral letter to each and every member of 
his church, calling them to the supper. The minister 
who does not do this, even if he has to engage a 
stenographer and beg the postage, misses a great op- 
portunity. In every congregation there are those who 
do not get many visits from the mailman. There are 
those to whom a letter is an event. There are those 
who never get a love letter, and the preachet who 
cannot send a love letter to his people is in the wrong 
place — I was almost going to use the old colloquialism, 
“Is in the wrong pew,” but will change it and say, the 
preacher who cannot for Communion Sunday write 
each member a love letter is in the wrong pulpit. 
These members are, like as not, the very same folks 
who are rarely inyited to a meal outside their own 
home, and so gladly welcome the old-fashioned church 
supper with its sociability — even if the oyster soup is 
“so skimpy you have to dive for the oyster,” as a 
ribald one joked. And so, Mr. Minister, do not fail 
with the Communion letters. Do this in remembrance 
of the few-lettered ones of your congregation. In.our 
Coatesville church there is nothing more restfully in- 
spiring on Communion Sunday than to find our build- 
ing full to the doors with all our friends and neighbors 
with their families about them, and all sitting in quiet 
reverence. Just sitting thoughtfully and expectantly 
with the Lord at his table. Our minister sends out the 
love letter——and we are all there. It has been my 
privilege, as well as duty, for many years to be one 
of those who pass the bread and the wine from per- 
son to person in a large congregation. I have always 
been struck by the intense sincerity of every one of 
those whom I have served. Because our Lord Jesus 
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had a hand in the making of man he knew just what 
man needed no matter whether great or small, high or 
low, wise or simple, and this simple ceremony is what 
he gave man— and who would miss it, or change it! 
(John 2: 24, 25; 8: 58.) 


The Saved.—Whssoever shall eat the bread or drink 
the cup of the Lord in an unworthy manner, shall be 
guilty of the body and the blood of the Lord (11:27). 
The minister under whom I took my first Communion 
(I have the table and the chairs that were used at 
that time) was a Scot named James Roberts. I shall 
never forgét how slowly and impressively he read the 
above warning. I was almost afraid to go on, so much 
solemnity and awesomeness did he put into these words. 
Like most new converts, I keenly felt my unworthi- 
ness —and well, I just didn’t know! I had not yet 
learned that the Lord Jesus himself was my right- 
eousness (Phil. 3:9; 2 Cor. 5:17). One day some 
little time afterward when visiting my uncle I went 
with the family to their church. It happened to be 
Communion Sunday with them, but not one of the 
family except myself remained. for Communion. When 
I joined them at home I asked, “Why didn’t you folks 
stay and take Communion?” “We do not think we are 
worthy,” my aunt replied. They all looked at me 
rather doubtingly — if that is the right word. “Aren’t 
you saved?” I asked. “We hope so,” she said. “Well, 
Aunt Annie, I happen to know I am saved.” The 
family had known me in the past’ years, and that 
quizzical look did not come off. ‘However, as was 
explained some lessons back, I grew in grace and 
knowledge (2 Pet. 3:18), and later was able to 
straighten them all out on the matter of being saved 
and knowing they were saved. So the next time we 
went to church together on the Communion Sunday 
we all knelt side by side at the altar with our .Lord 
and Master. We all knew we were saved without any 
“hoping so” about it, because we were all under that 
very blood spoken of in the sacrament. That breast- 
beating publican would never have been refused a seat 
at his table, nor could that thief who hung there with 
him on a cross. It is one of those mysteries of Heaven 
so hard to understand. Only those whose souls are 
illuminated by the “Inner Light” can see through it 
and appreciate what it means to sit with the Master

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Church, and he himself gave the example of participat- 
ing in both. Both are symbolic, and teach ‘significant 
truth objectively. 

While one ordinance indicates an entrance upon the 
way of life and the other is an expression of continu- 
ance therein, in reality both are a confession of Christ 
and a symbol of intimate entering into communion 
with him. Both ordinances are significant of cleansing 
from sin, symbolized by the water in baptism and. by 
the blood in the Supper, or more completely by both 
emblems symbolic of the sacrificial atonenient of our 
Lord. The perpetuity of both ordinances is indicated 
by the Great Commission in the case of baptism, and 
in the case of the Supper by the words of Paul: “For 
as often as ye eat this. bread, and drink this cup, ye 
do show the Lord’s death till he come.” So long as 
the Church is in the world we may believe that these 
two observances will characterize it; and as long as 
men are willing to be guided by the Word and the 
Spirit into the spiritual significance of these ordinances 
sO a will the truth of Christ not perish from the 
earth.

above. (1) One can be married without 
a wedding ring, but few are the girls 
who willingly omit this beautiful symbol 
of wedded love. One can be a Christian 
without baptism, yet who would omit al- 
together (whether in infancy or later) 
this clear symbol of the cleansing from 
sin by the power of the Spirit, this act 
of acceptance into the family of believers 
in Christ? (2) Every earthly leader 
seeks some expression of loyalty on the 
part of his followers especially as an 
initial act of surrender to his com- 
mand. How much more this act of obe- 
dience to the Captain of our faith! (3) 
And we have the recorded example of 
Jesus himself, so explained by himself 
(see Matt. 3: 13-15). Who would dis- 
claim what Jesus accepted for himself, as 
needful “to fulfil all righteousness,” and 
commanded his followers everywhere to 
practice? (Matt. 28: 109.) 


2. Nearly all girls appreciate memorials, 
love observances of such, revere honored 
customs, establish for themselves, in their 
own lives, little practices of commemora- 
tion of outstanding and precious events 
in their experience. It would be hard to 
find a woman devoid of all such sentiment, 
though some would refuse to admit to 
others what they. secretly hold dear. (1) 


_So your girls wilk appreciate just the 


simple fact that we celebrate the Lord’s 
Supper as a memorial of the love re- 
vealed in his death—“lest we forget.” 
Human beings need to remind themselves 
of the finest, noblest things we know, — 
we do forget without such reminders. 
What deserves such a reminder as this 
supreme sacrifice for the sin of the 
world? We gladly celebrate Christ’s 


‘birth; we joyfully celebrate his resurrec- 


tion every year; surely we should lovingly 
celebrate his death, as he himself com- 
manded us to do. (2) But any thought- 
ful girl, who has been a Christian long 
and to whom this Supper has been so 
administered as to reveal its sublime 
beauty, can give another reason for it 
from experience. She can testify as to 
what this communion with the Saviour 
does for her, what changes it makes in 
her, what sweet joy she finds in its ob- 
servance. “Please come to Communion 
with me, in my church, Miss .” said 
Frances to her dearest older friend. 
“There is nothing in my life so dear to 
me, and I want you to share it with me.” 
Never has the writer forgotten this in- 
vitation, nor the experience of that quiet 
Communion service with Frances. (3) 
But the Lord Jesus himself, through Paul, 
has bidden us keep this sacred rite that 
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we may thereby “proclaim the Lord’s 
death till he come” to others. That alone 
is sufficient reason for its observance, 
through loyalty to his command.

SA% fellows, it is worth while to note 
that the only two rites the Lord set 
up and commanded to be perpetuated are 
identified, one with water and one with 
blood. While we will guard against at- 
taching any significance that is not war- 
ranted, yet there are some interesting 
things to be considered in connection with 
the use of these symbols — some of these 
interesting things being more than co- 
incidences. 

Baptism and the Lord’s Supper. Water 
and Blood. Cleansing and Atonement. 
Repentance and Confession. A New Birth 
and a New Life. Surrender and Victory. 
Consecration and Seryice. These seem to 
pass before us in pairs, in the Christian 
faith, joined together by Water and 
Blood. 

God never trifles in choosing symbols. 
God never trifles with anything. But in 
the choice of water and blood as the 
symbols of baptism and atonement, his 
infinite selective wisdom is emphasized. 

Water, to begin with, is a tremendous 
factor in physical life. Our bodies are 
mostly composed of water. Two-thirds 
of the earth’s surface is covered by water. 
Without water we can live only a very 
short time. 
largely composed of water. But the sig- 
nificance of the water symbol in baptism 
is the fact that it is cleansing. A few 
days ago I had to change a tire on a 
muddy road. Before going back to the 
wheel, I stooped at a branch by the road- 
side and washed my hands. How fine 
it was to have the clear stream near by 
to rid my hands of dirt! What a differ- 
ence in the feel of the wheel wiih clean 
Water’s cleansing use is in bap- 
tism a symbol of the cleansing power of 
the Holy Spirit. There is uncleanness 
on the inside of us that is far worse than 
soiled hands. Only the Holy Spirit can 
make us clean inside. But he can, and by 
submitting to baptism the believer ac- 
knowledges his need of. cleansing and the 
power of the Holy Spirit to do that 
cleansing. 

Blood is another vital factor in physi- 
cal life. The race has always held an 
instinctive awe for blood. Even before 
circulation of the blood and its relation 
to life was discovered by Harvey in the 
seventeenth century, blood was regarded 
as holding the secret of life. The shed- 
ding of blood was identified with the most 
ancient sacrificial rites. So when Christ 
was about to shed his own lifeblood on 
the cross—just the night before, — he 
instituted the memorial sacrament of the 
Lord’s Supper. He used as a symbol -for 
blood, the blood of the grape, and he 
said, “As often as ye... drink this cup, 
ye do show the na death until he 
come.” Therefore, by taking part in the 
Communion service, the Lord’s Supper, be- 
lievers acknowledge afresh the fact that 
the blood of Christ atoned for the sins of 
the world, as well as for their own sins. 

Fellows, these fwo rites are called the 
sacraments. They are not to be trifled 
with. They were set forth by the Lord 
Jesus Christ for practice by his Church. 
They are very precious to him. The

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faithfulness with which his followers ob- 
serve them, the sincerity of their reiterated 
vows in the performance of them, are. of 
tremendous importance to him. And if 
these are important to him, what must 
they be for believers! 

In the light of these facts, can you see 
how one can claim to be a real Christian 
if he refuses to be baptized or to cele- 
brate in Christ’s own way his atonement 
for sin? . 

In another sense these sacred rites are 
signs. Signs and symbols are very neces- 
sary to our. understanding. They have a 
large part in our daily life, not only in 
the spiritual realm, but in our most 
prosaic processes.

You 
cannot. dispense with it, though intrin- 
sically. it is only a trifle. It is a postage 
stamp. A bit of pink paper with George 
Washington’s likeness on it, and some 
gum on the back. Yet that bit of paper 
means that all the power and wealth and 
organized machinery of the United States 
Government is under contract to you 
safely, swiftly, and accurately to trans- 
port your letter, across mountains, lakes, 
rivers, valleys, through cities, transfers, 
and finally a postman to the door of your 
friend. Both the United States Army 
and Navy would protect the safe delivery, 
if necessary. .The bit of gummed paper

EAD Matthew 3: 13-17; 28: 19, 20; 
Acts 2: 38; 1 Corinthians 11: 23-29. 

We studied last week about the build- 
ing of the Church, and learned that the 
Lord Jesus sent the disciples into the 
world to tell the Good News to all peo- 
ple, and this -was how the Church was 
built. He told the disciples, too, to teach 
the people who believed on him to pay 
good heed to all that he had taught them. 
This week we want to learn about bap- 
tism and the Lord’s Supper, two great 
sacraments of the Church. The Master 
told the disciples to baptize all who be- 
lieved in him in the name of the Father, 
and of the Son, and of the Holy Ghost. 
Show the children that we are saved sim- 
ply by believing on the Lord Jesus Christ, 
and that we are baptized because he com- 
manded it, and to show our faith in him 
as our Saviour. He was baptized by 
John the Baptist, not because he needed 
to be saved, but he came to také the 
sinner’s place and bear the sinner’s sin. 
Wher--Peter first told the Good News in 
Jerusalem some of the people felt that 
they were great sinners, and asked the 
disciples what they must do. Peter said, 
“Repent, and be baptized every one of 
you in the name of Jesus Christ for the 
remission of sins, and ye shall receive 
the gift of the Holy Ghost.” Peter meant 
by this that if they were truly sorry for 
their sins, and would turn from them and 


show their faith in the Lord Jesus by | 


being baptized in his name, he would for- 
give their sins, and fill their hearts with 
the Holy Spirit. 

The Lord gave his disciples another 
beautiful sacrament for the-Church. He 
gave it to them the same night in which 
Judas led the band of men to arrest him, 
the night before he was nailed to the cross 
where his blood was shed for every one 
in the world. 

Once when God’s people were slaves of 
the most powerful king on earth, he told 
his people to kill a little lamb, and sprin- 
kle its blood over the door and on the 
two side posts,.and that they should eat 
its flesh, with thin cakes of bread in 
which there was_no yeast. At midnight 
he sent the death angel through the land 
of: this: great-king, and slew every first- 
born son. But when the death angel 
came to the. houses with the blood on the 
door posts and over the doors, according 
to God’s command, he passed over every 
one. After this the strong, cruel king let 
the people go-free, and God led them to a 
country .that he had promised to their 
forefathers many, many years before. God 
told his people to eat the flesh of the lit- 
tle roasted lamb, with unleavened cakes 
every--year at the same. season, and to 
call-it-the feast of the Passover, in mem- 
ory of the night that the death angel 
passed over the houses where the blood 
was: sprinkled. : : 

After the Lord Jesus and his disciples 
had eaten the Passover Supper, he ate 
another supper with them which we call 
the Lord’s Supper. In it we eat-only 
bread; which ‘stands for the Lord’s body, 
and wine which stands for his blood. 
There is no need for a lamb to be killed 
and its blood sprinkled any more, for the 
Lamb of God has shed his most precious 
blood for the sins of alf the world. 
Whenever we eat the Lord’s Supper in 
sincerity, we show that we believe that 
he died for us, and whenever God sees 
that we believe on his Son, he will pass 
over our sin and give us a beautiful home 
with him. Although this precious Sup- 
per is in memory of Christ’s suffering, it 
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points to the coming of our Lord, when 
he shall reign: in righteousness over his 
own kingdom.

Gospel wagon ministry. During this time | 
he visited more than four hundred towns 

and villages, and sold over one hundred 
and thirty thousand New Testaments and 

hundreds of thousands of pamphlets. 

Throughout the story there is a clear, 

strong testimony to the saving power of 

the Lord Jesus Christ, and to the prevail- 
ing power of prayer. That the author 

himself shared many of the experiences 
he relates will be seen when one reads 

that from the time he was nine years of 

age he was used by his father to tell and 
sing the Gospel story to the crowds that 
gathered around his wagon in the market 
places. There is not a dull moment in the 
book, and it will help young people to 
see the power and romance of a life 
wholly yielded to Christ. 


The Ten Commandments Today. By 
Frederick David -Niedermeyer. (The 
Stratford Co., Boston, $1.50.) The fact 
that less than three hundred and twenty 
English words translate a law given sev- 
eral millenniums ago, and that this law 
still stands unsurpassed in comprehensive- 
ness and practicability, explains in part 
the continued interest in the Ten Com- 
mandments. It is Dr. Niedermeyer’s 
conviction that present-day conditions of 
lawlessness and religious laxity call for 
a renewed emphasis of the Decalogue. 
His treatment of the Commandments is 
chiefly ethical. He views them as a 
standard intended for all men, though not 
as a means of salvation. His arraign- 
ment of sin is wide. The sin of loose 
speech, the folly and peril of Sabbath 
desecration, the detailed statistics of 
homicides and suicides, the timely word 
on social propriety for young and old, 
and the like, are all included. Thus some 
of the sins of today about which many 
have no scruples are here arraigned be- 
fore this Law and condemned. There 
is, however, one noticeable weakness in 
the book: the lack of a clear testimony 
to the cross of Christ as the only remedy 
for sin, whether for saint or sinner. 
Christ died for sin and sinners, and is 
therefore “the end of the law for right- 
eousness to every one that believeth.” 
Herein alone is the Gospel which is the 
power of God unto salvation—and this 
the quthor has failed to emphasize satis- 
factorily. He says the Gospel, in con- 
trast with the law, is “a sympathetic 
friend beckoning us into the ways of 
righteousness. . . . It gets things done 
but inspires us to do it freely and of our 
own choice.” 

The General Epistles. By Samuel Mc- 
Pheeters Glasgow, D.D. (Fleming H. 
Revell, New. York, $1.50.) To achieve 
one’s purpose when it is a worthy one 
is praiseworthy. This the author, a busy 
pastor, has done, He has written his book 
to accomplish two things,— first to pre- 
sent each of the Epistles of James, Peter, 
John, and Jude in such a way as to make 
it almost impossible for the reader to 
forget “the strong central surge of its 
truth.” Second, to supplant the “scrappy,” 
piece-meal, desultory kind of Bible study 
with “a thoughtful and clear understand- 
ing of what was in each author’s mind 
and heart when, under the control of the 
Holy Spirit, he wrote his message.” To 
do this Dr. Glasgow has adopted the 
analytical book study method. His treat- 
ment of James is characteristic of that of 
the remaining Epistles. The book is di- 
vided into seven studies. Number one is 
a brief study of the author and the cen- 
tral theme of the Epistle. Number two 
is an analytical study of the Epistle as a 
whole. Studies three to seven each give a 
chapter analysis and a study of the cen- 
tral theme of the chapter. These studies 
are necessarily brief, but most satisfying 
and refreshing. After each study the 
author insists upon the reader’s turning 
to the Epistle itself to read and ‘reread 
the portion just studied and to under- 
score what have impressed him as key 
words and phrases, then to continue read- 
ing it again and again until he can tell 
in his own words what are the outstand- 
ing thoughts and teachings. If one fol- 
lows Dr. Glasgow’s simple but invaluable 
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Scriptures is assured. It is to be hoped 
that this book will be widely used: 


Revival Sermons. By J. C. Massee, 
D.D. (Fleming H. Revell Co., New York, 
$1.50.) Another volume of ringing, evan- 
gelistic sermons comes from the pen of 
the well-known pastor of Tremont Tem- 
ple, Boston. Dr. Massee rightly main- 
tains that the only evangelism of per- 
manent value is “that whose appeal. is 
based upon an exposition of Scripture 
in relation to the Person and the atone- 
ment of Christ.” For permanent results, 
therefore, the best evangelistic preach- 
ing must be doctrinal, and “the fact that 
doctrinal preaching has fallen into dis- 
repute as dry and uninteresting” is a 
shame for the Christian Church and min- 
istry. There are no greater themes than 
the great. doctrines of the Gospel, nor is 
there a greater passion than to make its 
truths central and effective in the lives 
of men. Dr. Massee knows what he be- 
lieves, and his sermons are practical, 
with a wealth of personal illustration. 


We Can Surely Believe. By Howard 
Agnew Johnston, D.D. (Fleming H. Re- 
vell Co., New York, $1.50.) Dr. John- 
ston has the happy faculty. of setting 
forth basic truths in a way both Scrip- 
tural and scientific, in simple language. 
His earlier books, “Scientific Faith” (out 
of print) and “Scientific Christian 
Thinking for Young People” (Double- 
day, Doran, Inc., New York, $1.25), have 
done much to clarify and stabilize the 
thinking and beliefs of multitudes of 
young and older people, and his present 
“restatement of the grounds of our faith 
in God” will be found of help in facing 
many of the significant movements and 
subtly unscriptural teachings that appear 
so often in our present-day literature and 
that are heard in our schools and col- 
leges and from the pulpit. Three strong 
chapters, “Facing ‘the- Atheist Propa- 
ganda,” “Our Thinking Must be Posi- 
tive and Constructive Thinking,” and 
“Shall We Believe in an-:Intelligent Cre- 
ator —Or in Aimless Chance?” lay’ the 
grounds for the discussion of the Per- 
sonality of God, the Problem of Sin and 
Suffering, the Question of Revelation, 
and the Authenticity of the Gospel Rec- 
ords. Dr. Johnston makes his own posi- 
tion clear, but in quoting from the admis- 
sions and concessions made by scientists 
and -Modernists of various degrees of 
unorthodoxy, he does. not usually state 
that other writings of these men cannot 
always safely be followed. It would be 
well for the reader to: understand that 
quotations from these men are made only 
for the purpose of showing their ac- 
knowledgment of the particular truth in 
question. 


The Christian. By William Dallmann. 
€Concordia Publishing House, St. Louis, 
$1.25.) God’s Word tells us that when 
we have put-on the new man, we are 
“renewed in knowledge ‘after. the image 
of him that created” us (Col. 3:10). It 
is to remind Christians of this glorious 
change that Dr. Dallmann has brought 
together 130 likenesses between Christ 
and. the Christian. We are to possess 
our possessions; he has predestinated us 
“to be conformed to the image of his 
Son.” God’s Word has only warning for 
the unbeliever, but is crowded with pre- 
cious promises for his children. The 
author brings them to our remembrance 
in every chapter, for comfort, inspiration, 
and guidance. 


The Resurrection and Life -Eternal. 
By J. J. Knap. Translated by the ‘Rev. 
K. Bergsma. (Wm. .B.: Eerdmans Pub- 
lishing Co., Grand Rapids, Mich.; $1.50.) 
No finer spirit of approach to the sub- 
ject of the resurrection could be possible 
than that which prompts the author to 
publish his timely book: “In so far as 
the Word of God sheds its light on the 
future, including the final destiny of hu- 
mankind, it is both the duty and desire 
of our hearts to consider this revelation 
in order that our Christian hope may 
reach its full developmént.”

44, is really superb. It will be a long 
time before another writer says anything 
as sound and as restrained about the 
resurrection bodies of the lost as is-said 
here. On the other hand, one regrets 
that many pages of this reverently writ- 
ten volume will prove so unacceptable to 
a great body of Christian believers. His 
insistence upon one resurrection, for all 
men whether saved or lost, and upon a 
consequerit universal judgment, at which 
every person must appear, compels the 
adoption of some unreasonable interpre- 
tations. Many will be surprised at his 
suggestion that “on the last day our 
bodies will arise, but they will probably 
not be glorified at once, even though they 
will no longer be subject to all kinds of 
ailments_as formerly. It is contrary to 
the Word of God to think that we shall 
appear before the judgment seat of Christ 
in a glorified body. This would be an 
anticipation of the sentence of the Judge.” 
It is confusing to make the trumpet call 
of Matthew 24:31 identical with that 
in 1 Thessalonians 4:16. The twentieth 
chapter of Revelation is tortured out of 
all recognition by strained interpretations. 
In spite of these underlying errors of 
exposition and viewpoint.the book has 
much that is helpful, and that will quicken 
the hope of every child of God. Min- 
isters will particularly find help in its 
pages of tich suggestion. 


Starlight and Lamplight. By Maud 
Frazer. Jackson. (To be had from the 
Author, Box 182, Laurel Springs, N. J., 
$2.) Restful and refreshing are the 
verses that fill this book, breathing faith 
and comfort, encouragement and cheer. 
They contain blessed truths from the 
Word“of God. The reader may walk in 
imagination by the seaside, or in some 
lovely flower garden, through the pines, 
or under starry skies. Again he will 
search his own heart as he reads, his 
faith strengthened and his heart encour- 
aged. The writer will be recognized 
as one whose verses have appeared fre- 
quently on the front page of The Sun- 
day School Times, and her work is the 
sort that will be read and reread. 


Playing the Game. By Dorothy Denni- 
son. (Loizeaux Bros., New York, 90 
cents postpaid; Children’s Special Serv- 
ice Mission, 3 and 5 Wigmore Street, 
London, W. 1, Eng., two shillings, post- 
age fourpence extra.) Life is -often 
likened to a pilgrimage journey. In 
“Straight Talks with Schoolgirls” there 
is pointed out how striking also is the 
resemblance to the school games with 
which all young people are familiar. The 
chapter headings suggest the rich possi- 
bilities and arouse quick interest. \ The 
Great Captain is the Lord Jesus Christ; 
the ‘Opposing Side, the powers of dark- 
ness; Choosing Your Side, conversion; 
Wearing the Team Colors, confessing 
Christ; Loyalty to the Captain, the prob- 
lem of worldliness; Your Place in the 
Team, the choice of a career; The Other 
Players, friendship; The Forward Line, 
winning others; The Team Uniform, the 
question of dress; the Rules of. the Game, 
Bible Study and Prayer; and the Team 
Motto is “Not I, but Christ.’ The book 
is deeply spiritual, nevertheless the real 
esprit de corps of a game is caught and 
held throughout, and each point is han- 
died in frank and happy fashion. It-will 
appeal to the Christian young people 
themselves, or prove valuable to workers 
with girls and young women. 


The Sermon on the Cross. By Van 
Tassel Sutphen. (Harper and Bros., New 
York and London, $1.25.) The last re- 
corded utterances of Christ on the Cross 
are followed by the author in the order 
generally accepted and are here used as a 
basis for seven devotional meditations. 
They are highly descriptive and possess 
literary finish. The historic faith of the 
church is nowhere questioned. Indeed, 
the author is especially clear at times, 
as for example, “We must not substitute 
his sufferings for his sacrifice.’ Again, 
“Our Lord was not subject to death by 
natural necessity... . He consciously and 
purposely rendered up his life. .. . ‘Christ 
our Passover is sacrificed for us”” On 





the other hand, one will place interro- 
gation marks here and there, as for ex- 
ample where the author says, “The cru- 
cifix represents the dying Saviour; the 
empty cross speaks of the risen, Lord.” 
Again, speaking of forgiveness, “We who 
would avail ourselves of. that. immortal 
propitiation are required to: offer: our re- 
pentance, our intention 6f amendment- of 
life, and our forgiveness of those who 
have trespassed against us.” Taken alone 
these last words seem to mix law with 
grace, but in view of the context and 
general tenor of the book one feels that 
the author is not in error at heart. The 
book will enable the reader to compre- 
hend the deeper meaning of the tragic 
events of our Lord’s passiori: 


Bible Atlas: A. Manual of _ Biblical 
Geography and History. By Jesse Ly- 
man Hurlbut, D.D, (Rand .McNally and 
Co., Chicago, $3.50.) First published in 
1908, Dr. Hurlbut’s atlas has been com- 
pletely revised to include the findings of 
the best scholarship and the latest archeo- 
logical research, It includes much. more 
than one would expect to find in an atlas. 
In addition to its abundance of excellent 
maps and diagrams there are many fine il- 
lustrations from photographs of the Holy 
Land. But most noteworthy is the wealth 
of carefully arranged information, true 
to the Word, that Dr. Hurlbut gives 
about the Land and its peoples. Begin- 
ning with the Old Testament world, 
history and manners and customs. are 
traced, down through the time of the 
patriarchs and the years of. the king- 
doms, to Bible lands as they were under 
the Roman Empire during the time of 


Christ and the spread of the Gospel in 


the early apostolic days. Throughout the 
text are frequent outlines and sugges- 
tions for teaching and review. 
of nine and one-half by eleven and one- 
half inches give opportunity for large and 


handsome maps and diagrams; each map J. 


usually illustrates a single feature, thus 


avoiding the confusion and crowding that }. 


one finds in smaller maps. Teachers and 
Bible students will find in this atlas an 
invaluable tool, and especially will it be 
found useful as a textbook for teacher- 
training classes. 


Church Finance. By the Rev. William | 


H.. Leach. (Cokesbury Press, Nashville, 
Tenn., $1.50.) Dr. Leach, as editor of 
Church Management, a magazine well 
known among church executives today, 
‘is in a position that enables him to gather 
new ideas from all sides. The book shows 
order, thought, and tends toward com- 
pleteness. The great modern churches of 
every denomination have been. studied, 
and the best plans now available any- 
where are discussed in detail, with models 
of form letters for many purposes. Chap- 
ters on the every-member canvass and 
its amended form for city use are very 
thorough. Building funds, endowments, 
benevolences, all are given full place, and 
there are few churches that possess all 
the information to be found in this book. 


Illustrations from Mythology. By Wil- 
liam Edward Biederwolf, D.D. (Glad 
Tidings Publishing Co. Fort Wayne, 
Ind., $1.) As the first in a series’ of 
books of illustrations from a wide: variety 
of fields, the author has. chosen classic 
mythology as his source. His Foreword 
states that the volume is not a compila- 
tion, but that he has gone to the original 
sources and has drawn his own illustra- 
tions, clothing them in his own language. 
There are a hundred illustrations in all, 
and they include many of the more famil- 
iar Greek and Roman tales. At the be- 
ginning of each the author lists Serip- 
ture references and then draws fresh and 
striking lessons, linking them up with 
practical Christian living. His parallels 
are not strained, and they are true to 
the Word.

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ciples, answered their question, “What 
shall we do?” (v. 37), by telling them 
to “repent and: be baptized in the name of 
the ‘Lord Jesus Christ” 38). The 
New Testament meaning ” the word 
“repent” is not that which we usually 
give to it in this day. We think of re- 
pentance as feeling sorry for something 
we have done. But as it is used here 
and elsewhere in the New Testament, it 
means literally to change one’s mind. 
This will invariably bring sorrow for evil 
deeds and a determination to turn from 
them. But its true meaning speaks rather 
of a change of mind,—a coming to un- 
derstand and believe something which was 
not understood or believed before. 

The men to whom Peter spoke had 
crucified the Lord of glory, thinking him 
an imposter and blasphemer. Before they 
could be, saved they had tq realize that 
he wads God’s Son and their Messiah or 
Redeemer (v. 36), and that after he had 
died for their sins God had raised him 
from the dead and exalted him (vs. 32, 
33). , This, therefore, was their “repent- 
ance,” coming to believe in the Lord 
Jesus Christ. 


The Philippian jailer referred to in 
Acts 16:30, 31 had been trusting in 
heathen gods and had been a party to 
the persecutions of the apostles ef the 
true God. An earthquake convinced him 
that there was a power beyond that of 
his own gods and, in the terror of his 
life, he cried out to Paul and Silas, 
“What must I do to be saved?” (v. 30.) 
Notice the simplicity of the conditions 
in verse 31. - 


Let us not think, however, because
